Foraker indicated that 
he would discuss the change at some 
length when the rep ort comes up regu­ 
larly for consideration. 
| 
Heal Point of Foraker'® Objections. 
Foraker also returned to his conten­ 
tion that the rate bill was not necessary 
legislation, bu t that all th a t was re­ 
quisite was to strengthen the Elkins 
law. 
He quoted a recent decision of a 
federal court in W isconsin in the mat- 
j tor of refrigerator cars, p u tting an end 
I to all dev ices for rebates on account of 
sreh <v irs. and holding th at railroads 
' m ust bold strictly to their p ublished 
tariffs. 
He said the ease cov ered all 
the most recent dev ices for discrim­ 
ination and entirely sustained his p osi­ 
tion. "fn v iew of this decision we hav e 
no more use for this legislation than 
a wtigon has of fiv e wheels.” he said. 
Tillman Sees a “ Streak o f Yellow.'* 
Tillman suggested that there was a 
"streak of yellow” in the senate due 
to the fact that p ractically ev ery d<*sk 
tn the chamber was cov ered with tele­ 
grams of p rotest against the anti-p ass 
p rov ision in the railroad rate bill as 
rofip rttd by the conference committee, 
lfop kins announced that there were 6,- 
00b names attached to the hatch of 
nie<HHag« \s sent up by him, and as sev ­ 
eral others forwarded as many the to­ 
tal numb* t > 1 receiv ed was quite for­ 
midable. 
They were all from railroad 
men. and in each case consisted of p ro­ 
tests against cu tting on the p riv ilege 
of rkWftg free. 
In addition there was 
a formal statem ent on behalf of en- 
gimssN, firemen, conductor» and train­ 
men saying that they rep resented 230,- 
000 railway emp loye» . 
Ohio Man’« Fling at the Hill. 
W hile the messages were 
raining 
up on the chair Tillman made a p ro­ 
tect, Maying that the telegram s could 
and In the interest of tim e sav ing, 
shetiId he p resented through the secre­ 
tary. 
“I hop e.” interru p ted Foraker, 
"th at the senator will not Insist on 
his p oint, as by so doing he would sup - 
p m ai all knowledge of the p op ularity 
Of the rate measure.”

NATURALIZATION BILL PASSED 


Prov isions o f the Measure Proposed 
to Regulate Citizen-Making, 
W ashington, Ju ne 6.—The natu rali­ 
zation bill as p assed by the house p ro­ 
v ide» for t bureau of naturalization at 
W ashington, which shall furnish all 
blanks for use and keep a record of 
all naturalizations. 
It requires an ap ­ 
p licant to file p etition for naturaliza­ 
tion ninety days before It 
la acted up­ 
on by a court. 
It p rohibit» any natu r­ 
alization thirty days before any gener­ 
al elections. 
It authorizes the United 
States district attorney to ap p ear and 


cross-examine 
ap p licants 
and 
w it­ 
nesses.. 
It adds Hie additional qualifications 
th at ap p licants m u st be able to sp eak 
English before receiv ing final p ap ers 
and they m ust swear that they intend 
to reside p erm anently in the 
United 
States. 
It also p rov ides a p rocedure 
for the cancellation of frau du lent cer­ 
tificates. 


Senate and House In Brief. 
W ashington, Ju ne 6. — The senate 
p assed 
the 
nav al ap p rop riation bill 
and talked about the railway rate bill 
conference rep ort. 
The bill will no 
doubt be sent back to conference. The 
nav y ap p rop riation oarriee $ 107,117,670, 
and p rov ides for a battleship to cost 
$11,000,000 — twice as much as the 
Oregon. 
An executiv e session 
was 
hold. 
The house p assed tie* naturalization 
bill. 
This w as the only 
im p ortant 
transaction of the session, but a big 
batch of bills of no p articular im­ 
p ortance was run through the mill un­ 
der susp ension of the rule« .

that a general reduction of 20 p et* cent. 
In freight rates would be ordered. The 
railroads contended that a such a re­ 
duction would he ruinous, and as a re­ 
su lt a large force of exp ert accountants 
was emp loyed by the commission to as­ 
certain If p ossible w hat the exact av er­ 
age rate was in Indiana and Iowa, the 
two states which were used in making 
comp arisons with the Illinois rates. 
Make® a Horizontal Reduction. 
The schedule of maximum rates an­ 
nounced Is based on the figures p re- 
p ar« ! by these exp erts. Besides the ar­ 
ticles and m e commodities mention*! 
the new rates will m akes 10 p er cent, « r- 
duetlon on all agricultural imp lement» , 
machinery', engine« , boilers, wire mills, 
p ump s, su gar m aterial, etc., articles all 
used by the farm ing classes; and also 
on sugar, coffee, cereal p roducts, soa[>s 
and many other articles used in dally 
consump tion.
